THAT  KADESH-BARNEA  SERMON 


Other  people  are  removed  from  us  or  we  from 
them  that  we  may  be  forced  to  have  direct  ac- 
cess to  God.  Paul  Is  absent  but  God  is  not. 
lie  says,  “Now  much  more  In  my  absence  • • • 
-fir  It  is  God  that  worketh  in  you."  The  Lord 
v lsbes  us  to  realize  our  dependence  on  Him  and 
nDt  on  others.  The  best  help  we  can  give  our 
cilldren  or  others  Is  to  render  them  Indepen- 
dent of,  our  help.  Catholics  and  many  others 
tund  If  they  do  not  actually  seek  to  render  their 
members  perpetually  dependent  on  the  ’’clergy." 
Theirs  is  a gross  example  of  second-hand  re- 
ligion. Others  must  do  their  thinking  for  them, 
tlielr  praying  for  them,  or  provide  prayers  for 
item  to  use.  This  is  to  prolong  childhood  to 
o d ago,  and  a childish  mind  in  a man's  body  Is 
a form  of  Idiocy. 

The  Ideal  of  the  kingdom  Is — they  shall  all  be 
tiught  of  God.

It  seems  to  us  that  our  convention  preacher, 
not  unlike  dear  old  Israel,  got  lost  in  the  wil- 
derness. If  Southern  Baptists  are  at  the

BOOK  REVIEWS 


ANOTHER  GREAT  COMMENCEMENT  AT  THE 
SOUTHWESTERN  BAPTIST  THEOLOGI- 
CAL SEMINARY. 


The  seventh  annual  commencement  exercises 
of  the  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary wer*e  held  May  26th  to  28th.  In  almost 
every  respect  this  has  been  the  greatest  com- 
mencement our  seminary  has  ever  held.  Tues- 
day evening,  during  the  exercises  of  the  Wom- 
en’s Missionary  Training  School,  Rev.  F.  6.  Gro- 
ner,  of  Waco,  Texas,  delivered  a charming  and 
timely  address  on  "The  Twentieth  Century 
Woman  and  the  Kingdom.”  Wednesday  morn- 
ing the  commencement  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  matchless  prince  of  preachers,  Dr.  J.  M. 
Frost.  Nashville,  Tenn.  With  the  theme.  "The 
Kingdom,  the  Church  and  the  Book,”  he  dis- 
cussed with  spiritual  power  the  triplet  as  the 
divine  mission  among  men.  On  Thursday 
morning  President  S.  Y.  Jameson.  Ouachita  Col- 
lege, Arkansas,  delivered  the  baccalaureate  ad- 
dress on  "The  Relation  of  the  Preacher  to  Chris- 
tian Education.”  With  pungency  and  power 
the  speaker  showed  how  the  twentieth  century 
ministry  should  protect  the  Christian  college 
from  the  Inroads  of  modern  skepticism  and  rad- 
ical criticism. 

The  mountain-top  experience  of  the  com- 
mencement exercises  was  reached  when  the  be- 
loved president.  Dr.  B.  H.  Carroll,  rose  with 
feeble  step,  and  with  faltering  voice  delivered 
the  graduating  address  of  fifteen  minutes  to  the 
thirty-four  graduates  of  the  class.  These 
graduates  represented  eight  states,  seven  from 
the  South  and  one  from  the  North,  while  one 
foreign  country,  England,  was  represented. 

The  same  faculty  was  re-elected.  Owing  to 
the  feebleness  of  Dr.  Carroll  at  the  head  of  the 
English  Bible  department.  Rev.  J.  W.  Crowder. 
3.  A.,  and  graduate  with  the  degree  of  English 
Bible,  for  several  years  tutor  In  this  department, 
was  made  full  professor  of  English  Bible.  Mrs. 
Arthur  Llle,  Stratford,  Texas,  was  elected  as- 
sistant to  Miss  Tupper,  superintendent  of  the 
Women's  Missionary  Training  School.  ■

THE  ENDOWMENT. 


The  New  Orleans  Times-Pieayune  publishes  a 
rjeport  of  conditions  In  Northern  Mexico  from, 
their  staff  correspondent,  Mr.  Jno.  T.  Meehan, 
we  gets  his  Information  from  officers  In  the 
Constitutionalist  army,  nearly  all  of  whom  are 
(j'athollcs.  One  of  them  is  quoted  as  follows: 
j "Another  thing  that  has  resulted  In  heaping 
< ritlclsm  upon  our  heads  is  the  action  that  we 
law  taken  against  the  Catholic  priesthood  in 
Mexico.  In  the  first  place,  It  should  be  under- 
ttood  that  a large  per  cent  of  the  Constltutlon- 
! list  army  Is  composed  of  Catholics,  many  of 
the  officers  being  Catholics.  But  an  Investiga- 
tion by  a disinterested  person  will  furnish  con- 
tlncing  evidence  of  our  contention  that  the 
priesthood  in  Mexico  is  a distinct  evil,  and  has 
been  wielding  an  influence  harmful  to  the  re- 
public. Like  the  Spaniards,  the  Catholic  priests 
ijn  Mexico  have  been  meddlers  in  politics.  They 
pave  heretofore  Insisted  on  exercising  a certain 
pmount  of  Influence  In  political  affairs  as  a mat- 
ter of  right.  A^  a general  rule,  the  priests  In 
Mexico  are  men  of  a decidedly  low  moral  type: 
they  are  not  Christians,  nor  do  they  teach  Chris- 
tianity. One  thing  they  do,  and  that  Is  get 
pvery  cent  of  money  that  It  is  possible  for  them 
p)  get  out  of  the  poor  peons  and  the  Indians,  nor 
pave  they  ever  shown  any  eagerness  to  help 
these  poor  people  out  of  the  mire  of  Illiteracy.

Let  the  reader  consider  most  earn  ’stly  and 
prayerfully  one  passage  of  Scripture  and  Its 
bearing  on  this  question  of  alien  immersion. 

"All  Scripture  is  Inspired  by  God  ant  la  profl- 
table  for  teaching,  for  reproof,  for  correction, 
for  Instruction  In  righteousness;  that  the  man 
Of  God  may  be  complete,  completely  furnished  to 
every  good  work.”-ll  Tim.  3:16-17,  mproved 
Version. 
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This  Scripture  haa  been  the  battle  ground  for 
rjenturles.  But  even  many  of  those  wlio  accept 
It  do  not  bow  to  Its  teaching.  In  Englr  nd  th 
was  a debate  between  a Catholic  prieut  and  a 
Presbyterian  preacher.  in  his  opening  address 
the  Presbyterian  preacher  strewed  the  Tact  that 
the  Catholic  church  does  not  follow  the  Scrip- 
tures alone,  but  that  it  follows  the  Scriptures 
and  tradition:  and  he  pressed  his  clj.lm  that 
Presbyterians  fo'low  the  Bible  alone.  When 
the  Catholic  arose  to  reply  he  laughed  at  the 
Presbyterian  preacher  and  held  him'  uj  to  rid- 
icule for  trying  to  impose  on  art  Intelligent  aud- 
ience with  his  claim  that  the  Presbyter  ana  fol-  1 
lowed  the  Bible  alone.  He  then  asked  the 
Presbyterian  preacher  where  he  got  his  infant 
bgptlsra,  and  challenged  him  to  show  where  It 
was  taught  In  the  Scriptures,  and  charged  upon 
him  that  he  knew  that  he  pot  it  front  the  Cath- 
olic church.  The  priest  further  chi  led  the 
Presbyterian  preacher  concerning  his  using 
sprinkling  for  baptism;  challenged  him  to  show 
the  Scriptures *for  It,  and  charged  uron  him 
tiV»t  he  knew  that  he  got  It  from  the  Catholic 
rhurch,  and  that  the  Catholic  church  -hanged 
baptism  from  immersion  to  sprinkling  at  the 
council  of  Ravenna  In  1311. 

But  alas,  many  who  reject  Infant  baptism  and 
sprinkling  for  baptism  because  they  ire  not 
taught  In  the  Scriptures  will  yet  not  s;and  on 
the  Scriptures  when  it  comes  to  the  question  of 
Sculptural  baptism.  There  Is  not  one  case  of 
alien  Immersion  In  the  Scriptures;  ther-  Is  not 
one  word  authorizing  alien  Immersion  in  the 
Scriptures.  If,  therefore,  the  Scriptures  are  In- 
spired by  God.  “That  the  man  of  God  may  be 
complete,  completely  furnished  to  eveiy  good 
wrtrk,”  then  alien  Immersion  was  never  1 itended 
byl  God,  and  Is  not  a “good  work.”  Aid  only 
Csithollcs  and  some  Raptlsts  teach  that  laptlsm 
administered  by  anyone.  InAdel  or  Cl  ristian, 
sntl'Gzed  or  unauthorized.  Is  a “good  work,” 

Is  Scriptural,  and  therefore,  valid  baptism. 

There  Is  no  middle  ground  to  take;  eitl  er  bap- 
tism administered  by  anyone.  InAdel  or  Chrls- 
tlaln,  is  scriptural  baptism,  or  the  admin  strator 
oupht  to  have  Scripture  authority.  These  who 
say  that  baptism  by  anyone.  InAdel  or  Christian, 
authorized  or  unauthorized.  Is  Scrlptursl  bap- 
tism are  consistent  but  unacrlptural;  but  those 
who  reject  this  and  yet  stop  short  of  say!  lg  tliat 
the  admlnlstartor  should  have  SoriptuigJ^ au- 
thority; are  utterly  inconsistent,  have  rot  one 
sqtiare  Inch  of  ground  to  stand  on,  are  moved 
only  by  sentiment,  and  virtually  say  tl  at  the 
Scriptures  are  not  so  Inspired  "that  the  nan  of 
0of  ma>  be  complete,  completely  furnished  to 
evejry  good  work.” 

John  the  Raptlst  got  his  authority  to  laptize 
from  heaven.  "The  baptism  of  John,  rhence 
vat  It  from  heaven  or  from  men?”  (Matt. 

21  ^2R).  "And  I knew  him  not.  but  he  that 
seat  me  to  baptize.”  (John  1:33),  Then 
clearly  John  was  authorized  from  hea  ren  to 
baptize.  “Then  cometh  Jefus  from  Galilee  to 
the  Jordan  unto  John  to  be  baptized  of  him.” 
(Matt.  3:13).  If  now.  Jesus  went  t9  onu  prop- 


erly authorized,  to  be  baptized  of  him,  why 
should  not  everyone  else  go  to  one  properly  au- 
thorized to  be  baptized?  . If  the  Savior  was 
our  example  In  being  Immersed,  jvhy  is  Hb  not 
our  example  In  going  to  one  properly  authorized 
to  be  baptized?  “It  Is  enough  for  the  dlarlple 
that  he  be  as  bis  teacher  and  the  servant  as  his 
lord.” 

The  Savior  gave  authority  to  the  apostles  to 
Vaptlze:  “Go  ye  therefore  and  make  disciples 

of  all  nations,  baptizing  them."  (Matt.  28:19). 

The  apostles  gave  authority  over  the  ordi- 
nances to  the  church.  Paul,  writing  to  the 
church  at  Corinth  (I  Cor.  !:!-•>  says:  "Now 
I praise  you  that  ye  remember  me  In  all  .things. 
»nd  hold  fast  the  traditions  even  as  I delivered 
them  to  you.”  (Cor.  11:2).  The  traditions 
received  from  the  apostle  Included  the  ordi- 
nance*, for  he  goes  on  to  teach  them  concerti- 
ng the  Lord  s Supper,  one  of  the  ordinances 
[verses  18-30).  The  church  and  not  the  ln- 
liyldual  Is  "pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth”  (I 
Tim.  3:16).  But  what  Is  a New  Testament 
church?  A body -of  people  saved  alone  through  • 
lalth  in  Christ  (Acts  16:31;  I Cor.  1:2),  buried 
vlth  Him  through  baptism  (Rom.  6:4)  after 
(hey  were  saved  (Acts  19:1-6).  Then  only  that 
l;lnd  of  a church  can  authorize  anyone  to  bap- 
(Ize;  either  that,  or  no  authority  at  all,  and  let 
inyone,  InAdel.  heathen  or  Christian,  baptize  and 
receive  it  as  Scriptural  baptism.  Either  there 
l!  some  Scrlpural  qnallAcatlon  for  the  adraln- 
1 itrator,  or  every  man,  woman  and  child  who 
lave  the  physical  strength  to  baptize  have  the 
right,  and  baptism  administered  by  any  man, 
woman  or  child  Is  Scriptural.  If  the  Scriptures 
<lo  not  set  any  limit,  let  men  beware  how  they 
db!  if  the  Scriptures  do  set  any  bounds,  let  men 
Hewaro  how  they  go  beyond  them.  But  If  God 
litisldesignated  some,  that  forbids  others. 

I But  the  plea  Is  made  that  we  do  not  know  * 
tjiat  even  all  the  apostles  were  themselves  bap- 
tized. That  plea  Is  special  pleading  that  would 
bB  unworhy  of  a trickster  lawyer  In  a city  court; 
for  It  means  that  the  Savior  would  authorize 
nen  to  baptize  who  themselves  had  trifled  with 
a id  trampled  on  the  command  to  be  baptized. 
Bmt  granting,  even  this  unworthy  plea — they 
were  authorized  by  the  proper  authority  to  bap- 
tize (Matt.  28:19). 

But  it  Is  claimed  that  Phillip  was  not  au- 
tl  orlzed  to  baptize.  There  is  not  one  particle 
ol  proof  for  this  assertion.  There  is  the -pos- 
it ve  proof  that  John  received  his  authority  from 
heaven;  that  the  apostles  received  their  au- 
thority from  the  Savior;  that  the  church  In  Acts 
oidalned  men. -and  sent  f men  out:  that  the- 
cturch  Is  to  keep  the  ordinance  or  tradition  (I 
Cor.  11:2)  as  dellvdhed. 

There  would  have  been  no  authorizing  any- 
oi  e If  everybody  could  baptize  and  the  admln- 
isi  rator  of  baptism  needed  no  authority.  Be- 
eaifse  persons  were  authorized  to  baptize,  Is 
proof  that  when  we  And  Philip  baptizing  he  had 
proper  authority  to  baptize.  Many  deacons 
af  erward  become  preachers  are  ordained  and 
baptized.  I knew  a brother  years  ago  in  Texas 
as  a deacon.  I hear  that  he  is  now  preaching 
and  baptizing.  Because  I have  not  heard  that 
he  was  ordained,  authorized  to  baptize,  shall  I, 
therefore,  go  out  and  by  insinuation  arouse  the 
su  tpiclon  that  Texas  Baptists  are  accepting  as 
Sc  iptural  baptism  the  baptisms  by  an  unauthor- 
ize 1 deacon,  and  then  draw  the  inference  that 
they  would  consider  baptisms  by  any  InAdel  or 
heathen  as  Scriptural  baptism?  The  very  fact 
thit  Texas  Baptist  churches  do  authorize  by  or- 
dirjatlon  men  to  baptize  is  proof  to  a candid, 
faij-  mind  that  this  deacon,  since  I knew  him  as 
deacon,  has  been  ordained,  authorized  by  a New 
Testament  church  to  baptize.  The  very  fact 
that  men  were  given  authority  In  New  Testa- 
ment times  (John  from  heaven,  the  apostles  by 
the  Savior,  afterwards  by  the  churches)  to  bap- 
tize is  proof,  with  not  ^ne  &ord  to  the  contrary, 
tha:  when  we  And  Philip  baptizing  he  had  au- 
tho  -ity  to  baptize. 

I is  further  claimed  that  the  command  is 
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“Be  baptized;”  and  that  therefore  the  authority 
.of  the  administrator  has  nothing  to  do  with  it; 
that  when  the  person  obeys  the  commandl  “Be 
baptized,”  he  la  properly  baptized-.  It  matter*  not 
• who  does  the  baptizing.  Then  why  did  the 
Savior  give  the  command  to  baptize  disciples  to 
those  who  had  been  baptized  and  were  in  fel- 
lowship in  a New  Testament  church?  (He  had 
celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper  with  them,  which 
is  a New  Testa-nent  church  ordinance;  then  they 
were  In  fellowship  In  a New  Testament  church, 
and  the  claim  that  there  was  no  church  till  the 
day  of  Pentecost  has  not  one  word  of  Scripture 
to  support  it.  The  very  fact  that  some  were 
commanded,  authorized  to  baptize,  is  proof  that 
they  were  the  ones  to  whom  those  should  go  for 
baptism  who  were  going  to  obey  the  command 
Be  baptized."  Can  a candid  mind  Imagine 
that,  after  Peter  and  others  with  him  had  been 
commanded,  authorized,  to  baptize,  when  he 
said.  “Be  baptized.”  it  meant  baptized  by  Ip- 
Artels.  heathens  or  others  present  who  had  no 
authority  to  baptize,  when  there  were  those 
there  who  did  have  authority? 

A young  couple  have  run  away  to  be  married.  * 
The  fathers  overtake  them.  After  consulta- 
tion, the  fathers  decide  to  permit  them  to  mar- 
ry. and  they  say  “Be  married.”  There  stand 
preachers  and  Judges  authorized  to  marry  peo- 
ple. But  Instead  of  going  to  one  of  them  to  be 
married,  the  young  couple  turn  to  a bystander 
who  has  no  authority  to  marry  people,  and  are 
married  by  him.  Is  that  valid  marriage?  Yet 
because  the  command  is  “Be  baptized."  and 
some,  when  there  are  men  authorized  by  New  * 
Testament  churches  to  baptize,  go  and  are  bap- 
tized by  men  without  New  Testament  authority, 
the  special  plea  is  made  that  they  have  New  Tes- 
tament baptism. 

God’s  Word  teaches  plainly  "Whatsoever  is 
not  of  faith  is  sin"  (Rom.  14:23).  When  a 
man  preaches  against  Immersion,  tries  to  get 
people  not  be  Immersed,  and  yet.  in  order  to  get 
thqm  Into  his  church,  will  Immerse  them,  that 
surely  is  “not  of  faith.”  Then  it  “la  sin.”  Did  1 
God  Intend  that  we  should  be  a party  to  such  1 
sin  In  receiving  It  as  New  Testament  baptism?  1 
And  the  immersion  of  those  who  teach  that  ' 
immersion  Is  necessary  to  salvation  is,  jf  possl- 
b'e.  further  from  New  Testament  baptism  than  1 
this.  Were  preachers  to  Immerse  a man  to  c 
cure  his  fever  or  his  rheumatism  should  a New  f 
Testament  church  receive  that  as  New  Testa-  * 
ment  baptism?  If  it  is  not  Scriptural  baptism  1 
when  one  is  Immersed  to  cure  hlg  body,  much  *' 

less  ifi  It  New  Testament  baptism  when  one  Is  * 
immersed  to  cure  his  soul.  ti 

Ars  the  Scriptures  inspired  by  God  “that  the  n 
man  of  God  may  be  complete,  completely  fur- 
nished to  every  good  work?”  In  vain  will  you 
search  the  Scriptures  for  people  being  baptized  H 
by  those  who  did  not  believe  in  it,  but  in  order  d< 
to  cure  or  save  them.  The  only  kind  of  bap- 
tism in  the  New  Testament  Is  that  administered  tt] 
by  those  who  taught  salvation  alone  through 
faith  in  Christ,  immersion  of  saved  people  only, 
and  by  those  authorized  to  baptize.  Then  as  to 
certain  as  all  Scripture  Is  inspired  by  God  "that  wl 
the  man  of  God  be  complete,  completely  fur-  es 
nished  to  every  good  work,”  the  only  Scriptural  gli 
baptism  is  the  immersion  of  saved  people  by 
those  who  are  authorized  to  baptize.  w< 

It  is  objected  that  If  only  those  authorized  by  m< 
our  Savior  could  baptize,  then  only  those  who  thi 
are  in  fellowship  In  a New  Testament  church 
have  any  right  to  “make  disciples.”  Thti  does 
not  follow,  for  the  Savior  said.  "Let  him  that  mr 
heareth  say  come."  But  He  did  not  say,  "Let  an, 
him  that  heareth  baptize  ” 

fha 

The  compromise  is  offered,  "Leave  It  to  the 
conscience  of  the  party.”  That  simply  means 
to  waive  aside  the  Scriptures  altogether  and  put  ,n. 
the  copsclence  of  the  party  as  authority  above  , 
the  Scriptures.

When  men  cannot  answer  the  Scriptures  on  pla 
this  question  they  say.  “This  is  a question  on  not 
which  Baptists  have  agreed  to  differ.”  If  this  stai 
means  that  the  Scriptures  are  nbt  to  be  taught  wh< 
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or  pressed  on  this  question,  then  some  other 
questions  arise:  What  Baptists  have  made  this 
agreement?

Haptistg  and  Catholics  have  agreed  to 
differ  about  the  infallibility  of  the  pope,  and 
many  other  doctrines,  but  that  la  no  reason  why 
aptlsts  should  not  continue  to  teach  against 
these  doctrines  most  earnestly;  Baptists  an<J 
Presbyterians  have  agreed  to  differ  about  Infant 
baptism,  sprinkling  for  baptism  and  the  Lord’. 
Supper,  but  that  Is  no  reason  why  Baptist* 
should  cease  teaching  about  these  things:  Rap- 
ists anA  Methodists  have  agreed  to  differ  about 
infant  baptism,  take-your-cholce  for  baptism,  the 
, ™ " Supper  and  apostasy  and  having  presid- 
ing elders  and  bishops,  but  that  la  not  reason 
why  Baptists  should  not  continue  to  teach 
against  these  things;  Baptists  and  the  dis.-lples 
of  Mr.  Campbell  have  agreed  to  differ  about 
apostasy  and  baptism  being  necessary  to  s«l- 
vation,  but  (hat  is  no  reason  why  Baptists 
should  not  continue  to  teach  against  these 
things.  Not  one  particle  less  are  there  valid 
reasons  why  Baptists  should  cease  to  teach  what 
Is  New  Testament  baptism  Just  because  some 
Baptists  and  all  Roman  Catholic*  take  their 
stand  against  the  rest  of  the  Christian  world  and 
say  that  baptism  administered  by  anyone  In 
New  Testament  baptism,  for  it  Is  not  New  Tes- 
tament baptism;  It  la  no  baptism  at  all.— Bap- 
tist Standard.
